How the Bt. Thomnas Purehasge Is Re-
garded 1n England,
From the London Star, Dee. 17.

Tho acquisition of the United States of the
West India Islands St. Thomas and St John
is an event of sutlicient gravity lo warrant an
examination into the motives of the nstion
which bas sequired a fuothold in that resion,
and of the probanle Iuture resulis in the soat-
tered communities of those sens belonging to
different Baropéan powers, We bolieve when
the late disturbances occurred in Jumalea, uud
the press ot this country was tilled with violent
depnpe ations of the negroes, President Johu-
son took advaniage ol the circumstanees (o
gound 1he late Bir Frederiek Broce as to the
probabality of our ceding to the United Stutes
thatl wagniticent, but up to that time, Ulgoy-
erned island, The exceediugly oold reception
with which his overtures were met indoced the
President, or ruther Mr. Seward, tor that astute
old man 18 at the bottom of the basiness, Lo
apoly to Deumark, where be has been more suc-
cessfal.
